A bank rate cut had been gen- 
erally expected Since the currency 
erisis following President Nixon’s 
monetary moves, but the size of 
the cut came as a surprise in 
financial circles here. The rate had 
stood at six per cent since April 1. 

A contributing factor in the de- 
elsion may have been a need to 
eurb speculative inflows of cur- 
reucy — the so-called “hot money” 
— from abroad. 

Yesterday's action strengthened 
the move that Britain made this 
week in imposing foreign exchange 
controls to prevent a flood of mo- 
ney into this country after Japan's 
decision to float the yen. 

The U.S. dollar weakened slight- 
ly against the West German mark 
and the French franc as European 
exchange markets opened yesterday, 
but held steady against the Ja- 
panese yen in Tokyo. 

DOLLAR DOWN 

On the Frankfurt market, the 
dollar opened at 3.3900 marks, 
down from 3.3985 at Wednesday's 
close. In Paris, the dollar was trad- 
ing on the free market at 5.82 
francs to 5.33 frances, down from 
Wednesday's high of 5.35 francs. 
The movement represented a dollar 
devaluation of about 3.9 per cent. 
In bank-to-bank trade on the of- 
ficial market the dollar was firm 
at 5.5130 francs to 5.5140. 

The dollar held steady through- 
out the day in Tokyo, with its In- 
terbank rate shifting between 338.50 
yen and 338.60 yen, closing at 
338.50. This represented a dollar 
devaluation of about 5.9 per cent 
from the official 360 parity. In Lon- 
don, the dollar opened at 40.04

Few Arabs at Libyan fete

PARIS. “Le Monde” said here 
yesterday that Libya obviously has 
friendlier ties with France and 
Black Africa than with its breth- 

ren in other Arab countries, 

In a report from Tripoli on the 
second anniversary ceremonjes of 
the Libyan military regime, “Le 
Monde” Middle East editor Bric 
Rouleau wrote: 

“Paradoxically, Black Africa was 
much better represented than the 
Arab worid at the military parade. 
Curiously, Syria shone by being 
absent. If, as rumour had it on 
Wednesday evening, a rift between 
Damascus and Tripoli prevented 
Syrian Vice-President Ayoubi from 
attending the ceremony, the new 
Arab federation would not be as 
strong as might be believed. 

“Anyhow, its friends on the inter- 
national scene are rot legion. Of 
the 14 members of the Arab Lea- 


gue only four — Egypt, Sudan, 
North Yemen and South Yemen — 
sent delegations. 

‘In the whole of Western Europe 
only France was represented, in the 
person of M. de Lipkowski (Deputy 
Foreign Minister) who happens to be 
the first personage of ministerial 
rank to go to Libya since the 
change of regime. Naturally, no 
Cosmunlat country was represen- 

Rouleau reported that French Mi- 
Tage planes — of the Mark Five 
type of which 50 ordered and paid 
for by Israel are held under em- 
bargo in France —and French heli- 
copters, took part in a flypast 
during the celebration ceremony. 

“Tribune Juive,” France's biggest 
Jewish weekly, said yesterday that 
Lipkowski's visit to the only coun- 
try whose leaders swore to put Is- 
rael to flre and sword, proved one 
thing: “The tenderness of the 
French Government for Colonel 
Gaddafi was unfailing.”

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ISRAEL IN EAST AFRICA 


Finding the right kind of aid 


By SUSAN AUBELIA GITELSON 


T= two recent visits by Ugan- 
da's President Idi Amin to Is- 
rael and the consequent decision to 
establish Uganda's embassy in Jeru- 
salem testify to positive relations 
with one of the three Bast African 
countries. The second state, Kenya, 
has steadily maintained cordial re- 
lations with Israel. Only Tanzania 
presents major difficulties, ‘bat 
‘these may be overcome. 

Israel has actively aided all three 
countries since their independence 
and hag been increasing its ¢co- 
nomic relations with them, The 
clear thinking which can and has 
often been responsible for good re- 
suits in aid relations was expressed 
by Ambassador Reuven Dafnl, who 
has been serving in Kenya for two 

years. He tries to apply three major 
aiteria in considering a new aid 
project. First, is it really needed 
and can It be operational? Second, 
should Israelis be the ones to give 
it? For instance, Israel cannot help 
with mangoes, but it can with 
oranges, Israelis also have extensive 
experience with irrigation and other 
agricultural techniques. Third, in 
all such efforts Kenyans (or other 
local peuple) must participate, even 
if only minimally. The ultimate goal 
ig Kenyanization (or Africanization

Uganda 

Uganda;has the largest Israeli 
programme at present in East Af- 
Tica, which is belng executed by 
@ new anvbassador, Mr. Dan Laor, 
and about 120 families. At least half 
of the Israeli personnel are engaged 
ἐπ, the construction industry or 
other commercial enterprises. 
Others are working with the -em- 
bassy or offering technical assis- 
tance. Currently, there are two ex- 
perts at the Ministry of Finance aing 
advising on the use of computers 
for planning and on taxes, There 
is also an adviser on citricutture 
and a parisitologist, Dr. Tan Pa- 
perna, who lectures in biology at 
Makerere University College. Finally 
there are army and air force ad- 
visers, They are serving on the ba- 
sis of agreements signed since 1962, 
the year Uganda became indepen- 
dent. 

Ysrael already has quite a few 
commercial enterprises, but could 
‘be doing much more, according to

Israelis have just begun to take 
advantage of the potential for joint 
economic ventures, In such “turn- 
key projects" Israelis supply invest- 
ment capital, feasibility reports, 
planning, machinery, technical 
manpower and matiagement, Ugan- 
da, for its part, offers rich soil, 
an even spread of rainfall of 25-40 
inches a year and inexpensive man- 
power. Tt provides 2 market of ten 
million people in Uganda, supple- 
mented by the potential markets of 
its two partners in the Bast Af- 
rican Community and of its other 
neighbours, Rwanda, Burundi and 
the Congo (Kinshasa), The advan- 
tage taken of such opportunities de- 
sends upon the availability of suf- 
ficient capital and the initiative 
and ingenuity of international tn- 
vestors. 

The first major enterprise spon- 
sored jointly by Koor industries and 
by the Uganda Development Corpo- 
ration (UDC), the major parastatal 
body for industrial development, is 
a factory for insecticldes to supply 
Ugands and the surrounding areas. 
The expected annual turnover will 
be §2 million, once production has 
begun in February 1972. 

Other potential activities are at 
different phases of development. For 
example, Hlite uses Ugandan coffee 
for ita instant product. This source 
of supply will probably be expanded 
by the Hisemberg group, Alda and 
the UDC. Additional products being 
considered include dehydrated ve- 
getables, castor oil and cocoa but- 
ter. It will also be posstble to re- 
fine lubricants and to assemble wa- 
ter meters, Mionot, which is al- 
ready active in Tanzania, is plan- 

a chain of lodges made of 
τὴ δες fibreglass, following the 
success of its experimental beach 
‘hotel in Dar es Salaam. 

Trade has been between 
the two countries.

(Still, kibbutz life has retained its 
challenges, according to Mr, Ben 
Zvi, himelf a native of Ein Harod, 
where his father, one of the earliest 
members, still works at the Stur- 
man library. “A kibbutznik is con- 
stantly soul-searching about life in 
the kibbutz. He has to convince 
himself again and again why his 
way of life is preferable.

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High buildings 


to rise on 


Mount

HAIFA. — Two tower-buildings, one 
22 and the other 18 storeys high, 
the taller one more than double the 
height of the Dan Carmel Hotel, 
have been approved for construc- 
tion on the top of Mt Carmel 
The buildings will rise between 
Panorama Road and Hanassi 
Avenue, following approval by the 
Gistrict town planning commis- 

sion on Sunday. 

The project, proposed by Yekutiel 

* Federman enterprises, consists of a 
300<rcom hotel, a luxury. apart- 
ment buliding and a comme) 
centre. It was submitted to the local 
town planning commission (which 
is identical witb the municipal 
council) several years ago. After it 
Was approved by the council it was 
referred to the district commission 
over two years ago. It was debated 
and examined by three sub-commit- 
tees. Objections from many pri- 
vate persons were heard, but after 
various modifications the scheme 
was finally approved by 8 υπ- 
animous vote of the 12 of the 15 
commission members who attended 
the session on Sunday. 

‘The commission’s chairman, Dis- 
trict Representative Dr. Naftali 
Bilati, reported that the district 
commission vetoed the shopping 
pavilions which the plan provided 
for on the fringe of Gan Ha'em. 
It thus saved many of the old 
trees which the city was ready to 
sacrifice. 

The district commission approv- 
ed the widening of Hanassi Avenue 
(which runs along the front of Gan 
Ha’em), the strip “to be taken 
mainly from the building plot, and 
only to a minimum extent from 
Gan Hea'em,” Dr. Bilati said. He 
did not know exactly how much 
this minimum extent would affect 
Gan Ha'em, but he believed the 
street could be widened by four 
metres at the most, Dr. Hilati ex- 


plained. 

As for the buildings themselves, 
the commission had vetoed a 3,033 
. Square metres residential building, 
three or four floors high, in order 


to keep more clear space for pub- 
lic needs and to preserve more of 
the view over the city, the chair 
man sald. “We stipulated that half 
of this should be open space and 
_ the other half to be used by the 
municipality for public purposes.” 


However, the builders would he 
compensated for this “sacrifice” 
᾿ permision to add two floors to the 
high-rise buildings.

An agreement to set up a new 
bank, to be called (in all 
bility) First Israel International 
Bank, was initialled in Tel Aviv 
yesterday. 

Based on a fusion of four exist- 
ing. banks — Foreign Trade, Ex- 
port, Industrial and Kupat-Am — 
the new enterprise, with 60 bran- 
thes, will become a major concern, 
transforming the Big Three (Bank 
Leumi, Discount Bank and Workers 
Bank) into the Big Four. 

Tts creation was prompted by Fi- 
nance Minister Pinbas Sapir, for 
two reasons.
